On September 19, 1934, Newton’s Fire Chief Ralph Estabrook welcomed fraternal-twin nephews. 
Born to his brother, firefighter Raymond Estabrook, the infant brothers Russell and Roland would 
grow up to be major assets to Newton. From their early days working on their family’s dairy farm, 
delivering milk to homes; through the years of raising their families and even today the Estabrook 
brothers have had an abiding respect for the Town of Newton and have helped to protect her 
residents. 


In 1950, at the age of 16, they joined the Newton Fire Department where their uncle was still Fire 
Chief. In 1952 they graduated from Sanborn Seminary. They worked side-by-side, building the 
Central Fire Station, almost across the street from their family’s garage. Their father, Raymond, 
took over the job of Fire Chief in 1955. His sons worked with him in the fire department until his 
untimely death in 1964. With their father’s passing the brothers came together to run Estabrook’s 
Garage for their mother. Because of the proximity of the firehouse to their business, when the fire 
horns sounded they could be seen running across Route 108 to man the tanker and engine. They 
were inevitably the first to show up at any fire or accident in town. 


In 1964 both brothers ran for the Fire Chief position. Russell won the coveted spot and Roland 
was his deputy. Russell remained Fire Chief until 1979 when Roland was elected to replace him. 
Roland continued as Fire Chief until 1984 with Russell as his deputy. During these years they also 
served as Fire Wardens and Deputy Fire Wardens as was appropriate for their leadership positions 
in the fire department. They hold Fire Warden Emeritus status to this day, an honor rarely 
bestowed by the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands. 


They also held other town offices; Russell served a term as Road Agent; Roland served as 
Selectman and as Police Chief. The brothers remained with the fire department until they retired 
from it — Russell in 1994 and Roland in 2004. Together they helped to literally build the Newton 
Fire Department and the town owes them debt of gratitude.

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RECORDS OF TOWN MEETING 


DELIBERATIVE SESSION MINUTES 
JANUARY 30, 2016 
NEWTON TOWN HALL 


The 267" Town Meeting was opened by the Moderator, Robert Dezmelyk at 9:00 am, and 
followed with the Pledge of Allegiance. He then introduced the following: Board of Selectmen 
members Robert Donovan, James Doggett, Larry Foote, Matthew Burrill, and Lisa Gonyer. Also 
in attendance representing the town were Town Administrator, Nancy Wrigley, Selectmen’s 
Office Manager, Mary Winglass, Town Clerk Mary-Jo McCullough and Deputy Town Clerk, 
Cheryl Saunders, Supervisors of the Checklist- Jane Hamel, Barbara White and Collette 
Ferrandi. The moderator thanked Cable Committee Members Mary Winglass, Diane Morin, 
Sally Woodman and Marilyn Landry, for broadcasting the event. 


Mr. Dezmelyk reminded the body of the procedures of this session; to discuss, and amend if we 
see fit, and to put on the ballot, the warrant articles they were given. He asked that if people had 
questions or concerns that they use the microphone for the people watching at home. 


The Moderator then added a few quick notes, reminding people of the School Deliberative 
Session being held Wednesday, February 3" at the high school, and also of the Presidential 
Primary to be held on Tuesday, February 9" at the Newton Town Hall; polls to open at 8:00 and 
close at 8:00 pm. He also reminded all to bring a photo ID, or if not, there would be additional 
paperwork and photographs and that would involve more time spent at the polls. Lastly, he 
mentioned that one could register to vote on Election Day, but party affiliation could not be 
changed. 


Mr. Dezmelyk then went on to read the warrant: 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newton, N.H. in the County of Rockingham, in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs; you are hereby notified to meet for the first session of the annual 
meeting, which shall be for the explanation, discussion and debate of each warrant article and the 
transaction of all business other than voting by official ballot to be held at the Newton Town Hall 
on Saturday, January 30, 2016 at 9:00 AM; the second session to be held at the Newton 
Town Hall, in said Newton, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at eight o’clock in the 
forenoon, to choose all necessary Town officers for the ensuing year by official ballot, and to 
vote on all issues before the Town of Newton on the official ballot; the polls to be open at eight 
o’clock in the forenoon and to close not earlier than eight o’clock in the evening. 


1. To elect all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


2. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town of Newton Zoning Ordinance as follows? 


Amend Section X - General Provisions, Paragraph 4. The changes are in BOLD and struck-out 
as follows: 
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4. No occupant or owner of land shall have or shall cause to have on their property or permit 
more than one (1) motor vehicle which is not registered er-and inspected, unless such vehicle is 
stored in a legally permitted structure, is stored in a manner consistent with an approved site 
plan, or is stored in a manner consistent with a legal, non-conforming use. Per RSA 266:1, 
any vehicle registered shall be inspected not later than 10 days after the registration or 
transfer of ownership of said vehicle. This shall include vehicles or appurtenances no longer 
intended for legal use on the highways, or used parts or materials from which, taken together, 
include in bulk one or more vehicles. Violations of this ordinance shall be subject to fines and 
penalties as outlined in RSA 676:17. (Amended March 1994, amended March 2003, amended 
March 2008) 


THE PLANNING BOARD DOES RECOMMEND THIS ARTICLE 6-0 


3. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town of Newton Zoning Ordinance as follows? 


Amend Section XXXV - Commercial Architecture, Subsection III - Commercial Design 
Standards, Subsection B - Signs, Paragraphs 1 and 4. The changes are in BOLD and struck-out 
as follows: 


1. General. All new signs withit-anewdevelopment or the replacement of any sign not in 
existence prior to March 13, 2007 must conform to the following requirements. All signs 


within a development must be consistent with the overall design of the development, and skewld 
shall be constructed of wood, granite, painted cast metal, bronze, brass, or other material 
consistent with the materials used in the building’s facade or fixtures. Plastic panel rear-lighted 
signs are not permitted. Billboards are not permitted. Signs employing mercury vapor, low 
pressure and high-pressure sodium, and metal halide lighting are not permitted. 


4. Freestanding signs shall only be permitted where the business is not attached to any other 
buildings. All freestanding signs must be no larger than four-feetin-heicht and ne-sreater than 
sifeetinawidth 32 square feet. Freestanding siens-constructed of natural materials suchas 
crane oraweod- areencouraced. 


THE PLANNING BOARD DOES RECOMMEND THIS ARTICLE 7-0 


4. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as proposed by petition of 25 or more 
legal voters in the Town of Newton to amend the Newton Zoning Ordinance as follows? 


Amend section IX General Provisions 4 with changes in BOLD as follows: 

No occupant or owner of land shall have or shall cause to have on their property or permit more 
than one (1) two (2) motor vehicle(s) which is not registered or inspected, 

Change from 1 (one) motor vehicle to 2 (two) vehicles 

Effective immediately. 

If approved, this appropriation will NOT change or effect any town budgets of the town. 


THE PLANNING BOARD DOES NOT RECOMMEND THIS ARTICLE 3-3 
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There was much discussion regarding Zoning Articles 2 and 4. Although no one from Planning 
Board addressed the questions asked, the Board of Selectmen did their best to explain the 
amendments to the current ordinances. Some residents wanted to change the articles, and even 
delete them. The moderator, along with the Town Clerk, explained that zoning articles cannot be 
changed or amended in any way. This was to be done at a separate public hearing, where all 
questions and concerns would have been addressed. 


The Moderator pointed out however, that there seemed to be a typo regarding what the “section 
number’ the two articles were. Article 2 had Section X and article 4 had Section IX. After a little 
research, it was determined that the typo occurred in article 4, and a motion was made by the 
moderator to fix the typo to read Section X. It was seconded and passed. The typo will be 
corrected. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Million, Four Hundred 
Ninety Eight Thousand, Seven Hundred Dollars ($1,498,700) (gross budget) as recommended 
by the Newton Building Committee for the design, engineering, site preparation, building 
construction and renovation, equipment and furnishing for a new Fire and Rescue Station to 
be located at 8 Merrimac Road, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $1,498,700 of 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to 
authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes, to determine the date, 
maturities, denominations, interest rates, or discount rate in the case of notes, place of payment, 
form and other details of such bonds or notes and to enter into such agreements as are necessary 
to accomplish the financing and completion of such Fire and Rescue Station. 

(3/5 ballot vote required) 

This article would result in a $0.15 increase per $1,000.00 of assessed value to be raised by 
taxes.

financial reporting (internal control) as a basis for designing our auditing procedures that are appropriate 
in the circumstances for the purpose of expressing our opinions on the financial statements, but not for 
the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. Accordingly, 
we do not express an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. 


A deficiency in internal control exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow 
management or employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent, or 
detect and correct, misstatements on a timely basis. A material weakness is a deficiency, or a 
combination of deficiencies, in internal control, such that there is a reasonable possibility that a material

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REDEMPTION NOTIFICATION 


Observation 


As previously reported, we again noted that the tax collector’s office did not notify the register of deeds 
of tax redemptions within the proper time frame required by State law. 


Implication 


The Town is not in compliance with State law. Per RSA 80:33, the tax collector is to notify the register 
of deeds of any tax redemptions within thirty days of the redemption of tax liens. The failure to notify 
the register of deeds in a timely manner could create future problems should the property ownership be 


transferred. 


Recommendation 


We recommend that the tax collector’s office promptly forward tax lien release notices to the register of 
deeds to comply with State law. One suggestion is to institute a pop-up reminder on an electronic 
calendar, which would remind the tax collector to submit the necessary paperwork to the registry every 
month on a bi-monthly basis.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


2016 was a busy year for the Newton Board of Selectmen as we continued to manage the 
prudential affairs of the town. 


In January, Fire Chief John Alcaidinho came before the Board with plans to bring the fire 
department’s equipment up to NFPA (National Fire Protection Association) Standards. This 
effort took 9-months to complete but in the end, all the fire department’s equipment, except for 
the ambulance and Tanker #5, was in good order. The pump on Tanker #5 is scheduled to be 
replaced in the 2017 budget cycle; unfortunately, the ambulance was beyond reasonable repair. 


Town Meeting took place on March 8, 2016, with a moderate turn-out. The main item on the 
ballot was a bond for a new fire station. This received an overwhelming majority vote but failed 
to reach the 60% needed to pass. The Board asked the Fire Station Building Committee to re- 
examine their proposal and to bring forth a new plan for the 2017 warrant. 


In March, the Board saw the re-election of Robert S. Donovan, Jr. The Board has become a 
cohesive group, each sharing their skills and expertise to benefit the Town of Newton. This 
enables the Board to be more productive and complete projects that might have otherwise 
disappeared in the day-to-day necessities of governance. Individual Selectmen are appointed as 
liaisons to various town departments and committees which enhances the openness and inter- 
departmental relationships needed to keep Newton on a forward - looking track. 


In May, the Board of Selectmen attempted to honor its military men and women with its annual 
Memorial Day parade and ceremony. Regretfully, “mother nature” was not in agreement and 
torrential downpours required the cancellation of the parade and ceremony. A plan was created 
to address weather issues in the future. 


Also in May, Police Chief Lawrence E. Streeter informed the Board he would be retiring on May 
31, 2016. The Board chose to forgo the expense of conducting a search for a new Chief because 
we felt we had a person on staff with the potential of being a great Police Chief. In June, the 
Board offered a short-term Police Chief Contract to Police Sargent Michael Jewett and is very 
happy with their decision. 


During the year, Selectmen Gonyer and Doggett updated the personnel policy to bring it in line 
with the current State laws and modern Human Resource practices. 


In December, the Board received a most generous offer from the Town of East Kingston to 
purchase their 8-year-old ambulance for $15,000. The Board gladly accepted their offer as it 
was more cost effective than repairing our old ambulance and the town took possession of the 
vehicle in January 2017. 


Also In December, the Board was presented with the proposal for a new Fire Station. The plan of 
the Fire Station Building Committee is still a “No-Frills” station to be built on the 8 Merrimac 
Road property. Regretfully as the price of steel and other materials has increased over the past 
12 months, there is a cost increase for the new building. The Board voted unanimously to 
support this article and agreed to place it on the 2017 warrant. 
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We encourage all Newton voters to come to the polls on March 14, 2017.

All permits were issued in compliance with Town and State requirements. 
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All concerns regarding potential health issues submitted to this office were addressed and the 
findings as well as the course of action were reported back to the Office of Selectmen. 


The 2016 annual water testing of Country Pond was conducted and was found to be acceptable by 
state standards. 


DES posts beach advisories when sample analyses result in bacteria levels which are above the state 
standard, indicating the possible presence of disease-causing organisms, or a toxic cyanobacteria 
scum. These advisories are recommendations to the public to avoid water contact activities at the 
beach until further analyses reveal safe conditions. 


Residents should be aware of any postings at town access points. Should swimming be prohibited 
signs will be posted at the entrance to the town beach and public boat launching areas. Beach 
inspections will resume as of Memorial Day, 2017. 


Residents are once again encouraged to have their domestic water tested annually by a state certified 
lab. Some well-water in New Hampshire may contain contaminants such as radon, uranium, and 
arsenic, which occur naturally in our bedrock. The NH Department of Environmental Services 
would suggest homeowners with private wells have the quality of their water tested periodically for 
a comprehensive roster of contaminants.

This department will continue to monitor State notification of positive test results and work closely 
with Town Officials and Dragon Mosquito to implement the best course of action to reduce the 
mosquito population. 


Please remember your first line of defense against WNV and EEE is Prevention 
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Since State health officials continue to confirm positive test results in various parts of the state for 
the WNV, EEE this past year, they strongly urge residents to eliminate mosquito-breeding 
opportunities around their homes this spring by taking the following steps: 


Remove all discarded tires. The used tire has become the most important domestic mosquito 
producer in the country. 

Dispose of tin cans, plastic containers, ceramic pots, or similar water holding containers. 
Drill holes in the bottom of recycling containers that are left out of doors. 

Make sure gutters drain properly. 

Clean and chlorinate swimming pools, outdoor saunas and hot tubs. If not in use keep empty 
and covered. 

Drain water from pool covers. 

Aerate ornamental pools or stock them with fish. Water gardens are fashionable but become 
major mosquito producers if they are allowed to stagnate. 

Turn over plastic wading pools when not in use. 

Turn over wheelbarrows and change water in birdbaths at least twice weekly. 

Eliminate any standing water that collects on your property. Use landscaping as needed. 

If outside during evening, nighttime, and dawn hours when mosquitoes are most active and 
likely to bite, children and adults should wear protective clothing such as long pants, long- 
sleeved shirts, and socks 

Consider the use of an effective insect repellent, such as one containing DEET. A 
repellent containing 30% or less DEET (N,N-diethyl-methyl-meta-toluamide) for 
children and adults. Use DEET according to the manufacturer's directions. Children 
should not apply DEET to themselves. Repellents that contain Picaridin or oil of lemon 
eucalyptus have also been determined to be effective. 

Vitamin B, ultrasonic devices, incense, and bug zappers have not been shown to be 
effective in preventing mosquito bites.

DHHS Provides Recommendations on Food Safety During Power Outages 


Even if food doesn’t smell bad, and looks safe, it may have been out of a safe temperature range 
long enough to be contaminated with dangerous bacteria. A good rule to follow in this situation, 
when in doubt, throw it out.” 

The US Department of Agriculture recommends taking the following steps during and after a 
weather emergency: 


Never taste food to determine its safety 

Keep the refrigerator and freezer doors closed as much as possible to maintain the cold 
temperature 

The refrigerator will keep food safely cold for about 4 hours if it is unopened. 

Full freezers will hold the temperature approximately 48 hours (24 hours if it’s half full and 
the door remains closed) 

Food can be safely refrozen if it still contains ice crystals or is at 40 degrees F or below 

Get block ice or dry ice to keep your refrigerator and freezer as cold as possible if the power 
is going to be out for an extended period of time 
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e Discard refrigerated perishable food such as meat, poultry, fish, soft cheeses, milk, eggs, 
leftovers and deli items after 4 hours without power

CEMETERY TRUSTEES 

In the March 2016 election, the Town of Newton passed Warrant Article #10, which now allows 
the Trustees to deposit all income from grave sales into an Expendable Trust Fund. These funds 
can and will be used to finance major cemetery projects. 


The Cemetery Rules and Regulations were recently changed to include the following statement: 
“Lot owners are prohibited from the use of gas powered equipment to mow or trim grave lots in 
any Newton Cemetery.” 


It was decided this year that the Veterans Flags will be removed after Veterans Day from now 
on. The primary reason was to avoid them being buried in snow and/or somehow destroyed over 
the winter months. They will be replaced prior to Memorial Day of the following year. 


Lot markers were installed in the Willow Grove Cemetery which will greatly facilitate grave 
sales in the future. 


The Trustee’s laptop needed to be replaced this year so a new laptop was purchased. The laptop 
is critical for our needs particularly as we need to interact with the town server on a regular basis. 


You may have noticed that the fence posts at Willow Grove were newly painted prior to 
Memorial Day and the Trustees replaced the well pump stand. 


Lastly, the Trustees transferred ownership of a leaf blower and lawn mower to the Newton Fire 
Department.

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CONSERVATION COMMISISON 

The Conservation Commission is comprised of volunteers that are appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. According to state law, it is our responsibility to protect the natural resources of the 
town. New Hampshire RSA 36-A directs us to “conduct researches into our local land and water 
areas” and “seek to coordinate the activities of unofficial bodies organized for similar purposes”. 
We are very fortunate that our committee has a wide range of knowledge concerning wildlife, 
vegetation, shoreline, forestry and wetland soil issues. Their innovative ideas, positive energy and 
endless contributions of time have been an asset to our town in protecting our natural resources. I 
thank the entire committee and their families for always being there and commend their ability to 
think outside of the box to accomplish the tasks we are presented with. 


The Conservation Committee has the important assignment concerning the proper utilization and 
protection of the natural resources and of watershed resources, including but not limited to 
shoreline protection, wet soil issues, site walks (when responding to citizen concerns), and | 
endangered species protection. We continue to work with the State Wetland Bureau concerning 
any issues in our town as well as our input on all Dredge & Fill permit applications as well as Sand 
and Gravel Excavations as stated in RSA 155-E-3. The Scenic Roads in town also come under the 
charge of this Commission, as described in RSA 231:157 and RSA 231:158. The list of Scenic 
Roads are: Gale Village Road, Currierville Road, Maple Avenue, Goulds Hill Road, Heath Street, 
Bartlett Street, Thornell Road and Town Hall Road. 


Earth Day was another success this year. Gifts provided by the Conservation Commission and the 
Newton Greenhouse to the first 100 residents that brought Earth-Day-Trash Bags to the Transfer 
Station. We would like to thank those that took the time to clean up in front of their homes and 
along the streets in town. If you would like to participate in Earth Day 2017, please email the 
commission for details. 


We would like to remind the residents of our 48+ acre parcel known as the “Busch Farm”. Located 
off Rte 108, just north of New Boston Road (look for the sign and off street parking access). We 
encourage the residents to use it for passive recreation. Some of our other areas for residents to 
enjoy are: Guscora land (off Hidden Acres), 22 acres off Hadley Road, 20 acres off Bartlett Street 
known as the Stronach Land, the 10+ acres known as the Pinkerton Conservation Trail (off Whittier 
Street), the 33+ acres known as the Marden Conservation Land (off Whitter Street), the 6 acres 
known as the Wilder’s Grove Conservation Land, and the Foy Property off Peaslee Crossing Road. 
Enjoy the wildlife all around you including a glimpse at a Blanding’s Turtle, the Blue Heron, the 
Great Horned Owls, the lady slippers and much, much more. The conservation easement on Hidden 
Acres Farm, located on Thornell Road is being monitored according to the Bylaws of the 
Stewardship Committee. This is a wonderful piece of Newton History that we have the ability to 
protect and enjoy. 


This committee meets on the first and third Thursdays of each month, (during June, July & August 
only meet on the first Thursday of the month). The meetings are held in the rear of the Town Hall 
at 7:30pm. All meetings are open to the public, and we encourage anyone that is interested to 
attend.

EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


During 2016, The Town of Newton had a few small weather-related power outages requiring the 
Team to be pro-active in conducting well-being checks in the community. They worked closely 
with the Police Department, Fire Department and Road Agent communicating any potential issues 
in town including impassable roads and tree and/or power lines down. 


The Newton Emergency Operating Center strives to provide the best service possible by putting 
the community and its needs first. The Team keeps their education up to date by using State and 
Federal Training Seminars (both online and real life). The goal is to improve service to residents 
during extreme (usually weather related) emergencies, by bringing their own skills and experience 
together showing the compassion and deep motivating empathy for those they serve. Our 
Emergency Team is available to give you information regarding disaster preparedness for hazards 
that may impact the Town of Newton, including road closures, additional weather information and 
reports from Unitil and Homeland Security. We encourage you to fill out paperwork at Newton 
Town Hall so you will receive updates during these emergencies. Don’t forget to mention if you 
have pets, after all, they may be affected during emergencies. This will make sure that you 
receive up to date information on the “current urgent situation”. You also can fill out paperwork 
on Election Day or at Town Hall during normal business hours. 


Our Emergency Management Department Schooling includes CPR, First Aid, Homeland Security 
Training and the Seabrook Power Plant Drills. Our bi-annual drill with the Seabrook Power Plant 
was very successful in 2016, which included new training, (free) equipment and technology tools 
for our town’s use during emergencies. All trainings and drills are paid for by the Seabrook Power 
Plant. The Seabrook Power Plant works closely with the towns in their jurisdictional area and 
fortunately that includes Newton. 


Our employees must take National Incident Management Systems classes in order for the Town 
to stay compliant with Homeland Security and this also allows the Town’s eligibility for Grant 
money. That being said, we have been successful in receiving Grant money for a new phone 
system for the Emergency Operating Center. Many grant applications were submitted and only a 
few were approved, ours being one of them. In addition to the phone grant we are currently in 
Grant process for new Automated External Defibrillator, known as AED’s, for the Town 
Buildings and all safety vehicles. We have also completed the Newton Hazard Mitigation Plan 
Update as a result of another Grant. This will keep the Town compliant for the next five years.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the residents of Newton NH: 


The Newton Fire/Rescue consists of 27 Paid On-Call professionals staffing the town’s two fire 
stations. The Central Fire Station is located at 35 South Main Street and the Newton Junction 
Station is located at 29 West Main Street. The members of the department respond to all fire 
related incidents, HazMat calls, motor vehicle accidents, water rescues, ice rescues, mutual aid, 
service calls, and EMS calls. 


This year the department has seen a major increase in total call volume of approximately 
17.286%, with just over 631 calls for service; compared to last year’s 538 calls. The department 
has seen an increase this year in building fires and mutual aid calls but, EMS calls for service 
once again topped the list with close to 70% of the total call volume. 


Newton’s new 3,000-gallon tanker truck was placed into service and was immediately used for 
two building fires within the town and for mutual aid to the surrounding towns. This truck will 
service the Town of Newton for many years to come. 


Last year the department adopted and approved the National Fire Protection Association (NFPA) 
maintenance schedule for all its apparatus fire pumps, apparatus ladders, and all its fire hoses, 
etc. I am proud to say, with the help from the Board of Selectmen and our members, that all fire 
apparatus, pumps, ladders, and hoses were tested and repaired or replaced as needed. 


Newton Fire/Rescue is proud to announce that they are still providing free home safety 
inspections, free fall risk assessments, free smoke detector placement checks and free carbon 
monoxide detector placement checks. Please contact the Fire Chief at 382-8811 to set up your 
free safety check today. 


On a safety note, the Fire Department would, once again, like to request that everyone display 
their house numbers. These numbers should be clearly visible from the street in reflective or 
contrasting color to the background. Common driveways should have a sign at the street, listing 
the numbers on that driveway. These numbers are available through the Newton Firefighters 
Association by calling the Fire Station at 603-382-8811 or they can be purchased at any home 
repair retailer. Your house number could save someone’s life! 


Newton Fire/Rescue has gone through countless positive changes and they continue to occur. 
These changes are due to the Board of Selectmen, and its officers who have taken the department 
in the right direction and our members have enthusiastically adopted new concepts and adapted 
to change. 


In closing, I would like to once again thank the citizens of the Town of Newton for their 
continued support. It is our job to keep this town safe. This is a responsibility that we take very 
seriously. 


I would also like to thank the Firefighters, Officers, EMT’s and Drivers of this department for 
taking the time and effort to make this department what it is today.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Over the past two years, New Hampshire has experienced its busiest fire seasons since 1989. 1,090 acres 
burned during the 2016 season. The White Mountain National Forest experienced its largest fire since 
becoming a National Forest, burning 330 acres in the town of Albany in November. Fires falling under 
state jurisdiction burned 759 acres, with the largest fire of 199 acres occurring in Stoddard. The extremely 
dry summer led to a busy fall fire season with large fires occurring into mid-November. Drought conditions 
hampered fire suppression efforts and extended the time needed to extinguish fires. Your local fire 
departments and the Division of Forests & Lands worked tirelessly throughout the year to protect homes 
and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on high fire danger 
days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping many fires small due to their quick and accurate spotting 
capabilities. The towers fire detection efforts were supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire 
danger was especially high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes 
and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2016 season threatened structures, and 
a few structures were burned, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners 
should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping 
your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your 
home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available 
at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by 
being fire wise and fire safe! 


As we prepare for the 2017 fire season, please remember to contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a fire permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 
227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. 
Fire permits are also available online in most towns and may be obtained by visiting www.NHfirepermit.com. 
The burning of household waste is prohibited by the Air Resources Division of the Department of 
Environmental Services (DES). You are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271- 
3503 or www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires your diligence and responsibility.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The mild winter and dry summer of 2016 has allowed the highway department to be able to 
continue along with the scheduled road repairs under the Roadway Condition Evaluation. 


Three roads had deteriorated metal pipes and were replaced with new ADS pipes. A total of 80 feet 
of pipe (40’ of 18’ and 40’ of 12”) was laid on Gale Village Road, 580 feet of pipe (540’ of 10” and 
40° of 24”) was laid on Maple Avenue, and 40’ of 18” pipe was laid on Fernwood Drive. 


Upgrades were done on Gale Village Road, consisting of 1760’ of reclamation with a new 2” base 
pavement, and on Maple Avenue, with 1920’ of reclamation with 2” of new base and 1.5” of 
asphalt top. 


After receiving long awaited approval and permits from the State of NH DES, work has begun on 
the Country Pond Road culvert. A 60” ADS pipe was installed inside the existing deteriorated 
metal culvert and repairs will continue in this area in the upcoming year.

In 2016 the Newton Historical Society celebrated the 45th anniversary of its 1971 founding. The 
society was officially incorporated two years later in 1973.

“Haunted Portsmouth, NH: Legends & Lore from the Colonial City by the Sea” and, “Liberty is our 
Motto: Songs & Stories of the musical Hutchinson Family”. These presentations are offered free to 
the community. As is our custom, all donations received at the presentations were matched by the 
society and given to the Newton Food Pantry. 
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The Fall Festival fund raiser, held in mid-October, on a lovely fall evening, was hosted, and 
sponsored by the North Shore Bank. This was the first year that North Shore Bank hosted the 
event. The previous nine years it was hosted by the Merrimac Savings Bank, which is now part of 
North Shore Bank. We are very happy to report that both North Shore Bank CEO David 
LaFlamme and President Kevin Tierney have committed to continue the banks sponsorship of this 
event. We greatly appreciate their support. 


This year’s festival was again a great success, both financially and attendance wise. There were 
many prize drawings, historical displays, and entertaining slide shows. Thanks to all our sponsors 
and attendees. The building was again filled to capacity. 


To celebrate the occasion, engraved Newton, NH Historical Society ink pens were distributed to 
all attendees. 


The society made a cash donation to the New Hampshire Humanities Council. The council 
provides the society with financial grants to facilitate the historic presentations we put on each 
year for the community.

In order to continue this tradition, I believe you have to have a police department that focuses on 
the community and its needs. 


I would like to thank our police officers for their commitment and concern for the community. I 
also want to thank the community for their support and for standing beside us during a 
challenging time nationwide. Many of you took the time to come to the station and tell us that we 
had your support and many showed their support with posts on Facebook or with goodies that 
were brought to the station for officers to enjoy.

Hello Town of Newton Residents 
Please Note: The 2016 Vouchers will no longer be valid as of January 1, 2017, however in its 
place, I am proposing a warrant article for a “Hazardous Waste Day” to be held in November, 
2017 and to take the Thirty-Five Thousand Dollars ($35,000.00) from the Transfer Station 
Recycling Fund for this event. This article will have “no” tax impact so please be sure to vote 
“Yes” on article #6. Always keep your house-hold chemicals out of your regular trash so they 
don’t contaminate our landfills and water table. When residents dump household chemicals 
illegally, we all drink it! 


We strongly encourage you to recycle your cans, glass, plastics, paper, cardboard and metals 
separately from your household trash to alleviate our landfills from filling up and it will 
minimize the expense to haul it away. The budget to run the Transfer Station is largely based on 
who recycles and who doesn't. The budget recently approved by the Board of Selectmen for 
2017 is for $310,500.00. The budget in 2011 when IJ took over as manager, was $421,135.00. 
So, we have done well, but we can still do better. 


Unfortunately, I would like to point out that we do have some residents who won't recycle and 
some that will put construction materials, i.e. painted wood, insulation, and metal, into green 
trash bags and dump them illegally into the household trash compactors. This not only 
jeopardizes the running of our equipment, but it affects the safety of our employee's and it keeps 
the costs high! This irresponsible behavior is a punishable offense! Remember it’s not only a 
right, it’s a privilege, to use the Transfer Station. We do, and will continue to reserve the right to 
check every bag that comes into the Transfer Station, as needed. Reduce-Reuse-Recycle saves 
you town tax money. House-hold trash costs the town $75 per ton, plus the hauling fee's that 
add up very quickly. For each 40-yard container (about 21 tons) that leaves the Transfer Station, 
it is estimated that 80% could have been recycled! Please do your part and pitch in to help save 
the environment and save on your tax rate. Again, remember all comingled items are FREE to 
dispose of which includes cans, bottles and plastics or anything with the recycled tag on it. This 
means “No Cost” to the town! Cardboard and Paper or anything that rips can also be recycled 
and goes into the Recycled Building. The town receives money for these items. PLEASE 
remember, do not dispose of plastic bags, paper, cardboard or trash in the comingled container. 
Also, the cans for the boy scouts are aluminum beverage cans only! 


The Swap Area at the Town’s Transfer Station exists for the “common good” of the Town. It is 
designated to help prevent waste, to contribute in preserving and protecting our natural resources 
and just as importantly, to provide a unique resource for the Town’s people. Please do not place 
any broken items in this area. No electronics such as televisions, radios, computers, or laptops 
are allowed in the swap area. Also, no broken furniture, couches, rugs, and basic throw away 
items will be allowed or accepted! Books, Tapes, and Clothes have they own containers for 
disposal, so please do not put them in the Swap Area. 


During the winter months, no Propane Tanks and items that contain Freon will be accepted until 
April 1, 2017. All the staff at the facility work hard and do a great job keeping the Transfer 
Station clean, organized and cost effective. Your cooperation is always appreciated. Thank you.

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ASSESSOR 


In 2016, we saw an approximate 2% increase in property sales. This was a welcome sign that the 
economy was finally turning around. Many have asked what the difference is between the 
Town’s assessment and the appraisal that they have had done. Typically an appraisal of a single 
property consists of the “subject property” and three comparable properties that sold within six 
months of the appraisal. The process of conducting a ‘Mass Appraisal’ which is often referred to 
as a Revaluation or Statistical Update, is more extensive than a single home appraisal. In order 
to determine the market value of 2,037 properties, two years of vacant land and home sales are 
analyzed, which for the 2015 Statistical Update included sales that occurred on April 1, 2013 
through April 1, 2015. 


After analyzed, not only is the average residential building lot established, the building cost per 
square foot to construct a new home is determined. Both land and building will be later adjusted 
by the location and the quality of construction to determine the market value. (Land Value + 
Building Value = Market Value) 


If the property is located in a Cluster Development where the land is in common ownership, the 
goal is still to determine market value of the entire property. Market Value is the highest price a 
willing buyer would pay and a willing seller would accept, both being fully informed, and the 
property being exposed for sale for a reasonable period of time. (Summarized) 


Again, after analyzing two years of sales and extracting the building value, the remaining value 
is used to determine the difference of having a conforming building lot versus shared common 
land. This difference along with the cost to construct the new home is the market value. 
(Building Value + Feature Value = Market Value). 


Due to limited space, the process above has been somewhat simplified to give a general idea on 
how assessments are established. However, please feel free to contact me via email, phone or in 
person to discuss any further questions that you might have. 


I encourage every property owner to take the time to view your property assessment record card 
for accuracy. All property assessment information is available online at www.newton-nh.gov. 
Click on Town Government, click on Assessing, scroll down and click on View Assessment 
Records. Once you are there you are able to view all of Newton’s property assessment record 
cards by location, owner or map and lot. 


Since 2000, I have had the privilege to be your Town Assessor. I would like to take this 
opportunity to thank everyone for trusting me with one of your most valuable assets.

Several area senior organizations regularly meet free of charge at the Vic Geary. A wide variety 
of day bus trips were offered and enjoyed by many area seniors this past year. Monthly teas, 
some sponsored by the Vic Geary Center include refreshments and raffles. A van and driver 
provides daily transportation for those seniors wishing to attend clinics, meals, and special events 
at the Center. 


Throughout the year, monthly blood pressure and twice a month foot care clinics are held at the 
center by Rockingham Visiting Nurses. Other clinics such as hearing and sight, safe driver and 
home safety are conducted regularly by area physicians and safety personnel. AARP tax 
preparation is offered on a yearly basis. Informative guest speakers on subjects of interest such 
as financial planning, prescription programs, diet and other topics are invited throughout the 
year. Fitness classes, bingo, card and board games, knitting group and arts and crafts are daily 
recreational activities offered at the Center.

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WEST NILE VIRUS / EEE 


The 2016 mosquito season dried up like a streambed during a drought. The mosquito counts 
were down as well as the insecticide use for 2016. The drought’s impact on the plant and animal 
kingdom has been devastating in many areas. Everyone commented about fewer mosquitoes but 
no one wanted to see wells run dry, streams and ponds disappear or trees die. 


Disease test results revealed only one batch of West Nile Virus (WNV) mosquitoes from Nashua. 
No human cases were reported in NH. No evidence of Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) in the 
state this year. This is no surprise given the severity of the drought. Hot, dry summers favor WNV 
while wet years’ favor EEE. 


Aside from the drought, ZIKA Virus was another big story dominating the headlines this year. We 
continue to look for the Asian tiger mosquito, Aedes albopictus, known to transmit ZIKA in southern 
states and other countries. This mosquito has been found in Massachusetts and Connecticut. 
Fortunately, no species of mosquitoes capable of transmitting the ZIKA virus have been found in 
New Hampshire yet. It’s expected to make its way into the state eventually as the climate warms. 
Until such time, we’ll identify the potential larval habitats used by this mosquito and set traps to 
catch and identify adult mosquitoes. 


Adult mosquitoes were monitored at four locations throughout town. Mosquitoes were collected in 
light traps, identified to species, and select species were sent to the State Lab in Concord where they 
were tested for diseases. None of the mosquitoes collected in Newton tested positive for disease in 
2016. Dragon has identified 160 larval mosquito habitats in the Town of Newton. Crews checked 
larval habitats 393 times throughout the season. There were 47 treatments to eliminate mosquito 
larvae. In addition, 255 catch basin treatments were made to combat disease carrying mosquitoes. 
Spraying to control adult mosquitoes was not conducted last season. 


The proposed 2017 Mosquito Control plan for Newton includes trapping mosquitoes for disease 
testing, sampling wetlands for larval mosquito activity, larviciding where mosquito larvae are found, 
efficacy monitoring, and emergency spraying when a public health threat exists. The control 
program begins in April when mosquito larvae are found in stagnant water such as red maple and 
cedar swamps, ditches, and woodland pools. Trapping adult mosquitoes begins in July. The 
mosquito control program ends in October when temperatures drop and daylight diminishes.
